Speaker Cites Alarming Problem 


Young people have been taught 
not to touch black widow spiders 
and just universal and em- 
phatically the evils of the poison- 
ous narcotics should be taught in 
the homes, schools and churches. 

Such was the emphatic declar- 
ation of Henry B. Hall, executive 
secretary of the Anti-Narcotics 
league, who spoke at a W. C.T.U. 
sponsored meeting in Fellowship 
hall of the Methodist church Mon- 
day night. 

“The time has come for every 
good, clean citizen to act,” he ap- 
pealingly said after reciting an 
alarming situation that faces the 
nation as profit-seeking peddlers 
daily induce innocent victims to 
start “on the drugs from which 
there is no return.” 

Giving a practical touch to his 
suggestion, Mr. Hall observed 
that children, who have been 
warned of the dangers of a black 
spider, do not touch the poison- 
ous pest “out of curiosity.” 


as 


Large Audience 

In his large audience were 
many parents, young people, po- 
lice officers, school teachers and 
school executives. At the out- 
set he told of the large financial 
profits made in dope transactions. 
He briefly touched on the system 
of young peddlers getting new 
customers in order to get money 
to obtain dope for themselves and 
he recognized the extreme dif- 
ficulty of enforcement officers 
finding suspects. 

Citing the situation in Los 
Angeles, he said in 1941 “there 
were only a few juvenile narcotic 
cases and that by 1951 the num- 
ber of cases had increased 2,040 
per cent.” Number of adult vic- 
tims had increased 600 per cen’ 
in the 10 year period, he said 
Current Los Angeles records re- 
veal one narcotic arrest for every 
787 persons, according to Mr. Hall. 


Situation Alarming 

The speaker, who has covered 
the nation in his study of the 
problem, reported a situation that 
is dangerously alarming due to 
the wide-spread increase and due 
to the fact that once a person 
becomes a “dope victim”, there 
is little chance of a return to 
normal. 

Alcohol, he said, is the first 
step in becoming a drug addict. 
The next step is marijuana, then

Christiar Science maintains its 
cardinal. point that because God 1s 
the only cause, matter and evil, 
including all inharmony, are and 
must be unreal. In her book “Unity 
of Good”: Mrs. Eddy asks. “What 
is ° e cardinal point of the differ- 
ence in my metaphysical system?” 
and then she states, ‘‘This: that by 
knowing the unreality of disease, 
gin, and death, you demonstrate the 
allness of God... . The reality of 
these so-called existences I deny, 
because they are not to be found in 
God, and this system is built on 
Him as the sole cause’ (pp. 9, 
10). And in her book ‘‘Miscellane- 
ous Writings” she says (p. 27): 
“Mortals accept natural science, 
wherein no species ever produces 
its opposite. Then why not accept 
divine Science on this ground?” 
There we have the premise of 
Christian Science. This 1s what 
we stand on, and this is what we 
work from. It is through the 
Christ, Truth, that we are enabled 
to prove this premise to be the one 
firm foundation of all true being. 
In the proportion that we accept 
this premise and abide by it, we 
come to know its promise, and it 
will become increasingly more nat- 
ural for us to practice it—to multi- 
ply or manifest progressively our 
Father’s presence and providence 
a: improved beliefs in all our af- 
fairs. 

The allness and supremacy of 
God is the foundation, or premise, 
on which Jesus built. And Chris- 
tian Science recognizes and ac- 
knowledges the Son of God, one 
Christ, and Jesus, our great Master, 
as the Way-shower, as revealing 
God to men through the Christ, the 
spiritual idea of sonship.

Mrs. Eddy frequently uses the 
sun and the sunbeam to illustrate 
man’s oneness with God. The sun 
pours out upon the earth light and 
heat, and we know this as the sun. 
In her book “The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist. and Miscellany” 
(p. 344) Mrs. Eddy says, “If we say 
that the sun stands for God, then 
all his rays collectively stand for 
Christ, and each separate ray for 
men and women.” One seeing the 
sunbeam may say, “There is the 
sun.” But it is not the sun—it is 
the sunbeam, the sunshine, the re- 
flection of the sun. .It identifies the 
sun; it is identified by the sun. 
Through it we know the sun. The 
sunbeam has all the qualities of the 
sun; nothing can be taken from 
any one of them; they cannot be 
changed into something else. No 
one can deform or impair the funce 
tion of a sunbeam. A sunbeam can; 
not be made to manifest darkness 
or cold. 

So it is with individual man. He 
is not God, but manifests by re- 
flection all the qualities or nature 
of God. From God comes the light 
of understanding—the warmth and 
tenderness and. power of omnipo- 
tent divine Love, the assurance of 
Soul, spiritual sense, the reliability 
of Principle, the integrity and 
statetiness of Truth, the ‘inteHi- 
gence of Mind. These qualities are 
teflected by man, the highest idea 
of God, A linein the Christian Sci- 
ence Hymnal reads. “Be thou ‘a 
steadfast ray.” 

We know the sun 
sunbeam; and we can know God 
through each other. As it becomes 
an established thought that we can 
thus know God through gaining 
the true sense of each other, it will 
become a joyous habit to see how 
much of God, how much good, we 
can discern in each other—and this 
will be a wonderful habit to in- 
dulge and cultivate. Too often we 
are prone to misjudge and misun- 
derstand each other, and therefore 
misunderstand God, by thinking of 

| human personality — the human 
body and its trailties—as being 
identified with God. 

Jesus said, “If ye abide in me, 
and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it shall 

( be done unto you” (John 15:7). 

This statement of Jesus’ is fa- 
miliar to all Bible students. 
Through Christian Science we are 
learning what it means to abide 
in Christ, Truth—that it is through 
humble, understanding prayer that 
we enter and abide in the Christ; 
that we cannot take pride, envy, 
jealousy, and complaint into the 
Christ-consciousness. A Christian 
Science hymn says, “Complaint 1s 
poverty.” We are learning that it 
is the tyranny of one’s own selfish 
desires and indulgences that ex- 
haust one; that it is the undisci- 
plined thought which is the sin and 
the sinner, the disease and the vic- 
tim. A testimony from a woman 
in Wisconsin appears in the Chris- 
tian Science textbook in the chap- 
ter on Fruitage. She says (pp. 682, 
683): “From the darkness of phys- 
ical pain and weariness into the 
light of wholeness and joyousness 
in work and living, — from the 
darkness of a clouded sight into 
the light of clearer vision,—from 
the darkness of doubt and discord 
into the marvellous light of the 
reality of good,—this is what a 
reading of the Christian Science 
textbook has done for me. ... For 
five weeks I had been’ under the 
care of a specialist for an organic 
trouble, and he said I would have 
to come as many more mon.hs be- 
fore a cure could be effected. At 
this time, Science and Health was 
brought to my. notice. I never 
thought. of such a thing as being 
healed by the reading of the book, 
but my thought was so changed 
that I was healed, not only of the 
organic trouble, but of blurred eye- 
sight, fatigue, and a train of other 
discordant manifestations... . 

“Through reading the textbook 
I learned that God has given us 
strength to do all we have to do, 
and thet it is the things we do not 
have to do (the envying, strife, 
emulating, vainglorying, and so 
on) that leave in their wake fa- 
tigue an’ discord.”
